Seoeing. a co-op radio program takes careful plenning end presone 
tation. The first ‘step is to acquaint the ennouncer who will’. 
conduct your show with ‘the aims. end. purposes of your co-op and its 
programe He must be able to talk,easily and interestingly ebout 
electrical uses and about coopere tion. To do that he will have. to 
know more about both subjects then most of the people in his. 
audience, And you are the.one who will heve to, tell him. 

It will be the announcer's job to weave your yt into your script 
with ‘his own comments and probably music, to make a pleasing broed~ 
cast that is easy to listen to. But it will. be your -job to make 
those facts interesting, accurate, easy to understand. end tied right 
into your audience's special interests. Also, since timing is 
important to eny radio show, it will be your responsibility to 

see that a co-op guest going on the air arrives at the station in _ 
plenty of time for him to become thoroughly femiliar with his part ©

Member participation on your broadcasts can: help more than any .
